Our gross provincial debt, ac- 
cumulated in the past 26 years, 
now totals $170,944,257. Interest 
has already been paid totalling 


$99,490,322, 

Our farmers are paying on 
mortgage debts from 7 to 12 per 
cent interest. With a normal 
wealth production of $200,000,000 
a year, the people of Alberta 
must pay an annual interest bill 
of $50,000,000. A further levy of 
$28,000,000 a year is exacted by 
price enhancements made under 
the Canadian tariff. This is the 
cross of gold the peeple of Al- 
berta must bear on their yearly 
march to Golgotha. 

In their efforts to keep Alberta 
a place for picking up gold and sil- 
ver the financial houses have ap- 
parently entered into a conspiracy 
to deny the people of Alberta tt 
right to benefit by 5 per cent farm 
loans and the 5 per cent Dominion 
Housing Act loans. Though the fed- 
eral government's portion is loaned 
at 3 per cent, enabling the mort- 
gage company to obtain 6 per cent 
on its portion of the total loan, the 
mortgage companies have refused 
to handle these loans in Alberta 
They want Alberta kept as a “dear 
money” province 

They deny Alberta farmers 
5 per cent loans for farm 
developments and urb?n homes. 
Progress and the need of work- 
men for employment must be 
sacrificed to human greed. 

We had an illustration 

of the different treatment meted 
out to comparable cities in the east 
and in the west. Mr. Fortin, repre- 
senting the Bond-Holders’ associa- 
tion engineered debt settlem@nts in 
Windsor, Ontario, and Edmonton 
Alberta. Windsor has a 40-mill tax 
rate; Edmcmnton a 55-mill rate. Yet 
Windsor was given a settlement on 
a basis of 142, 2, 2%, 3 and 4 per 
cent, while Edmonton started at a

Another five weeks and all the Rotary Clubs 
in Germany will have disbanded. They are busy 
now eating up the last of the cold meat and salad, 
with apple pie a la mode and coffee that forms 
the gastronomic feature of Rotary Clubs in many 
lands. A kink has developed in the sprocket 
wheel; the rotary device has been thrown out of 
balance and can rotate no longer in Germany, 
until Hitler disappgars into the limbo of eventu- 
alities. 

Rotary in Germany had its meed of good 
works, as it has in all other countries. It gave 
business men a chance to meet and hail each 
other as “Fritz” and “Hans.” It broke through 
the stilted fashion of German life.

These Rotarians are well-advised to disband. 
Proof of guilt is not needed to send a man to life 
imprisonment or the headsman’s block in Ger- 
many. 

During an election clash at Altona in Schles- 
wig-Holstein, when the Nazis marched 10,000 
men, singing provocative songs through the work- 
ers’ quarter, 16 workers and 2 Nazis were shot. 
No prosecutions were started over the shooting of 
the 16 workmen, but the resources of the State 
were used to arrest and prosecute workers for 
the killing of the two Nazis. In all, 71 persons 
were accused. Of these, four anti-Fascists were 
executed and the remainder (save one) were sent 
to prison for a total of 236 years. Here are two 
paragraphs from the address of the State Prose- 
cutor in asking for verdicts where there was no 
evidence of guilt: 

“Whether the individual did or did not 
shoot does not matter. It is sufficient that, 


as a member of his union, he was present in 
Altona and was ready to take part in the 
Struggle.” 


“The leaders of the groups, even though 
they were not in the front of the struggle, 
and did not themselves shoot, have rendered 
themselves guilty of actual murder, for they 


desired the same thing as those who fired 
the shots and were responsible also as 
leaders.”

RESPONSIBILITY OF LABOR 
By Hon. Michael Dwyer, Minister of Public 

Works and Mines, Province of Nova Scotia, 

in a Speech to the Canadian Chamber of Com- 

merce Convention at Vancouver, B.C. 

A difference of opinion regarding work and 
hours of labor developed in the Garden of Eden 
when the command was issued to Adam that “in 
the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat bread,” and 
all down the ages the order has never been coun- 
termanded, and all down through the ages work- 
men and management have been in conflict over 
what should constitute a proper division of the 
income received from industry. 

Many bitter struggles have taken place when 
peaceable negotiations towards a settlement 
failed. Many industries have been closed per- 
manently and thousands of families have been 
reduced to poverty and destitution because of the 
inability of those charged with the responsibility 
of finding a solution for the problem failing to 
come to agreement. 

While it is recognized by all that the relation- 
ship existing between the workmen in any indus- 
try, and the owneérs, constitute a contract, never- 
theless for some obscure reason it has been found 
impossible at al] times to bring the same rule or 
custom into effect, in the case of capital and labor, 
that governs the acceptance of ordinary commer- 
cial contracts. 

In every day contracts the vendor and pur- 
chaser have little difficulty in finding common 
ground. The value of the commodity, and cost 
of production is taken into consideration, to- 
gether with the ability of the purchaser to pay 
the price asked. Competition from other sources 
is given due regard, and when these and all other 
pertinent factors bearing on the matter at hand 
have been thoroughly discussed by both parties, 
a contract satisfactory to all concerned is usually 
the result. If during the life of the contract a 
difference of opinion arises over the interpreta- 
tion of any clause of the bargain, that cannot be 
adjusted by mutual consent, or if one party fails 
to carry out his undertaking, the law of the land 
usually provides ways and means for the setting 
up of machinery which will iron out the diffi- 
culty. 

With Labor, however, the matter is not so easy 
or simple, and perhaps it is because of the fact 
that the whole question has never been studied by 
both parties with an honest desire to be perfectly 
fair to each other, that the question still remains 
the world’s greatest problem. 

Today, however, there is a definite feeling be- 
ing developed that the workman has a full share 
interest in industry in which he is engaged and 
that he should be given all the rights of a share- 
holder and that he is entitled to a fair portion of 
the income received from the sale of the product 
of his work, and that the remuneration received 
for a fair day’s work should constitute a fair 
living wage. 

In the vineyard because the industry was 
small and the number of workmen few, the Mas- 
ter was able to deal with the men individually.

That discipline wil] be main- 
tained at al) times their own ranks and 
that they will undertake to be bound by any 
contract entered into, and in the same manner as 
the employer is bound.

Resulting from the shortened 
week and the increased purchas- 
ing power that comes from the 
minimum wage, the number of 
unemployed on relief has fallen 
from 53,000 to 25.000 in the two 
years since the Scvage govern- 
ment took office in New Zealand. 
You will not be surprised to 
learn that New Zealand has the 
lowest infant death rate in the 
world—less than half that of Can- 
ada. The Savage government in 
New Zealand has not been in power 
®s long as our present government 
in Alberta, What a message of hope 
New Zealand gives to sincere men 
the world over, desirous of effect- 
ing substantial] reform within meas- 
urable limits of time, 


BRITISH COLUMBIA 

If you think that New Zealand 
has any unexplained advantage by 
being at the Antipodes, ponder on 
the case of our near neighbor—Bri- 
tish Columbia. The Pattullo gov- 
ernment four years ago took office 
under circumstances similar to 
those which faced our present gov- 
ernment in Alberta. The treasury 
was bankrupt, and worse than 
bankrupt. The Conservative gov- 
ernment of Dr. Tolmie had gone 
out leaving $1,009,509 NSF cheques 
in circulation. A further batc f 
cheques totalling $314,953 was wait- 
ing to be mailed. 

Eestimated revenue was short by 
792.150; a sum of $857,000 was re- 
quired to complete work in hand 
The unfinanced deficits waiting to 
be dealt with totalled $7,497,128. 
That was a current debt situation 
far worse th: t which faced 
the Aberhart vernment on as- 
suming office. 

When the Rattullo government 
went to the country on June 1 of 
this year, it had a very different 
picture to present. It had taken 
care of all the obligations it in- 
herited. It had embarked on an 
extensive road building program 
At the end of its fourth year of 
office it had a surplus 6f over $3,- 
000,000 and was able to borrow 
money for capital expenditure at 
the relatively low rate of 342 per 
cent. 

HOW IT WAS DONE 

How was this transformation ef- 
fected? 

Many years ago, when I was a 
junior Liberal member for the city 
of Vancouver in the B. C. legisla- 
ture, it was my lot to draft for the 
lady member the government a 
program of social legislation to im- 
prove the lot of women and chil- 
dren.

When 
the working week was limited by 
law to a maximum of 48 hours 4 
week, large numbers of men who 
had been idle upon relief, were 
taken back into regular employ- 
ment again. 

The eight-hour day and six-day 
week, though maximum by law, 
is not being followed as a sten- 
dard, 1 have with me letters that 
appeared recently in the Vancou- 
ver papers {rom employers who 
have instituted a five-day, 40- 
hour week. They express their 
complete satisfaction with it. it 
is sound economy, When you lop 
ene day from a six-day week, 
you create employment for 20 
per cent more men, It is a solu- 
tion for unemployment dictated 
both by common sense and hu- 
manitarianism. This curtailment 
of hours of labor is one of the 
causes for restored prosperity in 
the neighboring province.

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TEETH REQUIRE ENERCIS! 


In the most ancient human skulls 
which have been discovered, the 
teeth are said to be strong and the 
jaws heavy, Early man probably 
alte more meat and other foods 
which he could get which were 
hard to chew, such as roots, Whe 
ther because of his following a diet 
chiefly of meat, or whether be- 
cause of his having to chew, his 
teeth were in good condition 

The skulls of a later age, such 
as the skulls belong to those group 
ed as Neanderthal Man are said 
to show evidence of tooth decay 
Evidently, humen teeth started to 
develop cavities about 40,000 year 
ago, and possibly this development 
was hastened by the beginning of 
the use of cooked food 

In the earlier types of skulls 


the teeth were sometimes well 
worn down by the constant grind 
ng of food but they were rarely 
missing The art of cooking pos 
ibly brought about a change in 
diet, causing more of the starchy 
cereals to be used. In addition to 
this change toward the adoption of 
starch, cooking also provided ma 
with soft foods requiring little 
chewing 

The art of cookery has certainly 
brought many advantages in the 
varieties of foods that could be 
eaten and in improving their fla 
vor, but it is doubtful if it ha 
benefitted human teeth to any great 
degree Those who live on. the 
ordinary mixed diet and commonty 
use soft, mushy foods are so prone 


to tooth decay that it is said that 
only one in fifty keeps sound teeth
